(1)  UiiLERVailoL:  Starli^h-  scopes  (A./.VS-1)  have  been  tested  and  proven 
effective  in  support  of  military  police  oy  .tiens  througnout  the  Republic 

of  Vietnam. 

(2)  EVALuail^t: 

(a)  Starlight  scopes  hive  proven  10s  c  effective  in  combat  operations  con¬ 
ducted  witnin  tho  Brigade  tactics^  area  of  rosponsioili ty  (lAOit),  and  in  combat 
patrol  operations  conducted  in  conjunction  *ulh  logistical  installation 
security  activities.  In  these  situations,  interference  from  artificial  light 
sources  is  minimal,  and  maximum  otential  of  the  device  is  realized.  Artificial 
light  or  intense  glare,  which  conceivably  could  be  induced  by  a  resourceful 
enemy,  causes  a  emporary  cessation  of  operation,  ano  a  corresponding  inter¬ 
ruption  of  continuous  area  coverage. 

(b)  These  .  $■  is  arc  .  od-rrsleiy  effective  wnen  utilized  on  river  patrol 
boats  in  port  ana  iuiuna  wa.,orw*y  security  operations,  Most  ports  have  well- 
lighted  dock  areas  which  limit  tno  detection  of  on-shore  ovement  and 
unauthorized  ves. els. 

(c)  Starlight,  scope  operators  ..ust  be  thoroughly  trained  in  order  to 
a^ain  maximum  proficiency  wish  the  device.  Experience  indicates  that  maximum 
utilization  time  by  one  individual  in  up. .roxim,  leiy  30  minutes,  after  which 
eye  fatigue  tends  to  reduce  oyer. -.tor  ef loctiveness. 

(d)  Despite  the  significant  Isadvuritage  resultant  from  artificial  light 
or  intense  glare,  trie  starlight  scope  is  considered  vastly  superior  to  other 
devices  having  a  similar  purpose.  Unlike  infra-red  devices,  its  ability  to 

in  ensify  available  light  without  disclosing  its  locution  renders  the  starlight 
scope  particularly  suitable  for  use  in  cl  .tides tine  operations.
